It Is no wonder the President « Republican oppon­ 
ents and some Democrat* have been ripping into hi* 
tax program with considerable glee, for It Is * Jerry- 
built structure held together with pins and balling 
wire.

Statehood Bilb Up Again 
Th© President has renewed his recommendations of 
statehood tor Hawoai and Alaska, with a senate vote 
on Hawaii likely to be taken at this session. Having 
already’ passed the house, the Hawaii bill has a good 
chance of passing if it doesn't fail victim to legislative 
inertia and wind up in a pigeonhole 
However, many congressmen have serious reserva­ 
tions concerning Alaskan statehood. The arguments 
are that Alaska hasn't enough population and that it 
isn't developed enough. As a matter of fact, Alaska has 
more people than 13 states did when they were admit­ 
ted, and aa for it« lack of development, its territorial 
status la Its greatest drawback. A new state constitu­ 
tion to replace the obsolete code under which Alaska 
Is governed would encourage settle» , give Alaskans a 
fuller share of federal benefits and do much to develop 
the tremendous resource« there. 
Alaska to a vital link In our strategic frontier. The 
better to develop that frontier and keep it strong, 
Alaskans deserve a full measure of citlaenship. 
We 
have regarded Alaska too long as a land to be exploited 
for Its great natural resources with little thought of 
giving it anything in return. Alaska deserves statehood

England On the Rebound 
Rising stoel and coal production indicates that Eng­ 
land is climbing back to Its former place In the In­ 
dus trial world. Anne O'Hare McCormick of the New 
York Times says a new air of confidence Is pervading 
England, that while it eats lees and grumbles more, It 
is beginning to walk with a firmer step. 
"The English people axe not shaken by the contin­ 
ental tempest,” she writes "At the lowest ebb of their 
fortunes, they remain immune to Communism and un­ 
less the world sinks into slavery M, is a safe bet that 
they will always be immune. The stabiliser that holds 
them steady now will keep them from going to violent 
extremes is their km« training in self-disciphne and 
self-government." 
The nature of England is changing but the nature 
of its people is unchanged. Today's ruling class, hav­ 
ing no Tory tradition of empire, is impatient to be rid 
of troublesome outside commitments But within the 
fabric of government, th* people are more resistant 
to changes in their habits than the more fluid society 
of the United States and are more conservative in their 
fidelity to tradition.

(By Associated Prats) 
NEW YORK, Jan. 12—The 
code” has been written Into the 
kooks but there were questions to­ 
day about how far the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association’s new 
p rincip les of conduct will go in elim­ 
inating subsidization of athletes. 
The man who » pearheaded the 
driv e against semi-professionalism 
—Dr. Karl Leib of Iowa, NCAA pres­ 
ident—acknowledges the code has 
Its “ loophole« .” 
“We still hav e the alumni p rob­ 
lem.” he said. “I don’t feel we hav e 
It under control and the code no 
doubt will require further rev ision.” 
The set of amendments, as adop t­ 
ed by the some 
4 00 major colleges 
and univ ersities of the NCAA Satur­ 
day, strikes mainly as wholesale re­ 
cruiting p ractices. 
The code stip ulates: 
1. Financial aid may be granted 
to athletes only on the basis of need 
and 
scholarship qualifications for 
which any student Is eligible and 
only by regular agencies set up by 
the institution, 
2. College rep resentativ es cannot 
offer financial inducements to p ros­ 
p ectiv e athletes although they can 
ap p roach these athletes and outline 
financial benefits offered 
to 
all 
qualified students. . 
No tight bound« were placed on 
alumni 
groups, 
which 
pay 
the 
freight for many athletes’ educa­ 
tion. 
The NCAA Bet up machinery for 
enforcing the code and thus for the 
first time in its history became a 
regulatory body—* sort 
of “National 
conference.” 
Sev eral 
conferences 
will be forced to 
rev ise their by­ 
laws to conform
